Wt hait Utn the more particular in 
living the opinioos of tha intmberi of 
the House of Commaoi oa thil Bill.tp. 
aimuch u il moat be to Lhe ncolhKtidD 
of our reader* that vorrie inch legislative 
cDKirgtat a* tht use which the prrieni 
Bill propqaei to luipencl, wai thecoa.ti- 
lutioa with which we were to 
han been uddled in thii coluny, 
lb* tei if meotion of which 
wai unaonuoui))- condemned al every 
public assembly at which it wai dia- 
cuiaed. 

Th* cooititulioa, howerer, iKoitt vrhieb 
thtte wai iuch a hue and cry ■ ibort inn; 
ago, will not be enforced here. Tbe 
luthontiet in the Coiontal OSce in 
Down lag- street hate already teen their 
eiroe in hurrying the CoDiiitutional Act 
for New Zealand through the Hornet of 
Parliament at the end af ■ aeeuun, and 
I though Earl Gaav dotj not gu to far aa 
to mj thai it at* not be applicable lo 
(Hew Zealand at tome future period, he 
I doei adtait that it it cut adapted (=, that 
oalooy in iti praaenl Mate and rsodiuon.

GuTcrnuienl. Thil consideration ltd him 
to the conclusion that the Imperial Legit- 
iiturt shoo id mete tbe effort lo eslabliih 
a more popular form uf government in New 
Zealand. lie therefore proposed a bill 
which received the royal sanction on or 
about tbt last day of the station. By the 
present Kill he proposed to impend fur a 
period, a portion at the former Act. The 
noble F.41L then went nilo tht detail of 
tbe Art of Parliament patted in IfHO, 
and of the intiructiont which were tarried 
lubscrjuently by Her aunit'i Govern- 
ment, in coolormily with that Act of 
Parliament. He (Karl Gatv) had at Ihe 
time no doubt of the prudence and prac- 
ticability ofeitabluhtng ta- h a tyitrm nf 
goreromenl imintdiatrly in New Zei-

There iu anolhe r leiuon which had jutl 
weight with him— the colony of Ntw 
Zeilind did not yet hear lhe whole uf in 
ripenirt, and ht thought it wai a juat 
principle lhat to long aa a colony did not 
bear the whale of ttt eipeutei, it ought 
not to be entirely free from the 
eootrol of the Imperial Legislature, or of 
Ibe Home Government. He proposed hv 
the prevent Bill lhat there ihuuld be a 
ratinicipil council in each of lhe two 
colonies, with a general r-secuiivt Go 
tcrninent ortr them. But with regard lu 
the arrangement ol lhe detail, lhal wis e 
matter of tome difficulty, and he pru» 
potcd tn leave il very much in (he hindi 
of the Go vera me nt on the ipot. Will) 
reference to the cjualincition for the mu- 
nicipal franchise which wai proposed io 
the impended constitution— the power to 
lead knd terite tbe English language — 
■nd which had been an much criuci-ed in 
another place, he mil thought that the 
policy of inch a caune wm sound ind cor- 
rect. He had resolved, however, lo rclaa 
the pruviaiun requiring Lhe [riiirhnc ; 
and Iherefore Ihe bill contained a clluae 
enabling lhe Legislative Council to eila- 
hliib » new qualification for tbe Tuuaict- 
pal franchise. 

L"»d St a win said, lhal the noble K.li,, 
in inlroduciag thil measure, frankly ad- 
milled the errori lie had committed on a 
former occaiion , and the frank and manly 
manner in which the noble KtiL made 
thii adminioti, certainly took from him 
(Lord Si.Hi.ev) lhe diapunlion, if he 
before eatertained it, of prelum more n- 
verel) upon the noble Kant. The 
Bill which it wai propoted to 
impend, wu passed oh the 2Sth 
uf August, 1B16, lhe Government 
came into ufflte in the pitviuut July, 
aodnoit of their lordihipi had left town 
when ibis measure wai imroduted. " If 
«," i»«d Lord BiniiT," had been in my 
place, — I am not aunt whether I wu or 
nit— I am bound to iay that I thou Id 
have given my acquiescence and content 
lu thii Bill, and that on the general prin- 
ciple lhat I believe the leta Parliament 
interfere! with the legiibtion nt our dia 
lant cola dim, Lhe leu likely are thoae 
colonies lo be involved in difficulties 
That it (he docrine which I hire formed 
fruin eiperifuce in these ciset, and the 
tame experience hia convinced me of thii 
additional fact, that the lei* Parliament 
interfere* with the Legislative Govern- 
ment and with the Riecutive in the colo- 
nies, the more likely it the interest of 
these colnniti to be proniotrd." Lord 
St id iay then eulogised Lhe policy of 
Governor GanT, and urged upon the 
house lhat he conld not bear a higher 
i. alimony lo hit merits thin hii having 
selected him for the important office uf 
Governor of hew Zeiland, at a period uf 
great difficulty ; and he rejoiced to hnd 
that the conduct of that office r had not 
belied the opinion which he entertained 
of him ; but be deprecated the course 
which tbe noble EaaL had pursued in en- 
deavouring to enhance the meritt uf 
Governor Gaiv,by insinuating a contrast 
between hint and fail predcceieur, 
Captain Pit. Bar. Lord SrtruiY 
then paid a high tribute (o Lhe moHtei 
which act ualed Captain Fin Ror in un- 
dertaking the government of New Zea- 
land . and excused hii policy on the ground 
uf hit having limited hii discretion. He 
then alluded to the original proposition 
that New Zealand was to have been a 
leLf-mpperting coiooy, and pointed out 
how the nattering propheciit had lo this 
hour remained uurtsliaed. In 1846, 
Governor Uatf slated tbit 136,000 a 
year wtre requmte a* a toi* from Par 
1 lament lowarda the maintenance of the 
uUbliibineati in New Zealand ; lhal 
in addition to that, a petmioent force of 
iQW ur aSQO men waa necessary for the 
purpose of maintaining order, and of pro- 
tecting both the native* and the eettlera, 
And 'he dtrnand of the new colony did 
sut ttup here : fot it wai deemed requisite 
lhat one or more veateli of wir thoutd be 
constantly itatioaed on tbt coast of New 
Zealand, That wai the way io which the 
eiprnaea of new irtllerneoti were 
gradually increa.cd — the** wen the tort 
of representations made to tbe Govarn- 
nvtnt .—and when the Ministry, in the 
etertiat of their discretion, and for tht 
support of ibe ntoay, tecominended the 
adoption af such grants, and Parliament 
acceded to Ihrm, upon ihe fifH Snaocial 
pre.aure, a cry for economy was railed, 
and Guveromenl wu Warned for 
hating to burdened tbe put lis Then 
with respect to lhe natives of Ntyw Zealand, 
the noble lord considered that their capa- 
cities had be, usderrattd, and their Male 
rfwfili^nej^ytj*^^ JotU 



phyiical capacitiei and the amount oi 
their acfjuirrmrnlt were very cnnsitlet- 
abte, and it would givt him plcaiure to 
witneia an Increasing d>a{ni*iiioa upon the 
past of lb* Legialatuic lo include the 
native populatiun with Lhe leLtleri, in 
any form of government which might 
hereafter be adopted to New Zetland. 
The cubic Lord then praiaed lhe character 
of the aboriginal population, and instanced 
one or two acts of chivalry which they 
displayed in their conflicts with lhe 
Kltlera, and (hen proceeded lo poial out 
Ihe abturditiej of the Consliluiiunal .tel. 
If it had titen earned out, there would 
have been one U over nor, two LttulenaiiL- 
Governort, one general Kepreienlilive 
Alterably, l"a tmalltr onei, one superior 
Haute uf Lords, two subordinate unti, 
and corporationa consisting of tuayori, al- 
dermen, and common rouncilmen. Upon 
I lie aubjetluf lba CuuiUtulion, he thought 
Ihe Government wu imprudent, huly, 
and ill-couaidered.

Without any cummnni- 
cation with the Gotaittoa of Ftew Zealand, 
a theory wa* started a const ilulion formed 
out of it, and lent off to New Zealand for 
application. I he Gusimoa found lhal it 

would nut answer j it wai aeill bark, and 
then iheCuuiniiLSifRtrrtet romridown 
to Ihe House lu pan a Bill (a luipfad ill 
Ac l thai in never in operation — lo can- 
cel a lueasuie lhal wu never applied. 
The noble Lord concluded by Mating 
that he did nul allogtlher appntie of thr 
measure ; yet, a* many believed that it 
would prumite Lhe welfare of New Zea- 
land, he for one did not come lo offer any 
oppotiluin lo the second leading. 

After a few words frum the Girl of 
WitBHiaivi and the Karl or St. Gia- 
auiaa lu support uf tbe Bill, and a brief 
reply from Earl Uiiy, thr Dili was trad 
a second lime, and haa since been pained 
and re ceived Ihe Hoyal assent.
